spect the Jail. 
It was not until after 


their return that the mob evinced Its 
satisfaction. Even then some wanted 
to continue to Carson and attempt to 
secure the prisoner from the peniten- 
tiary. 


Mr. Pennell to again give the mob 


assurance that the negro was not In 
the Jail and to also give assurance 
that the two murderers had also been 
removed, mounted the Iron fence that 
fronts the court house and In a calm 
voice said:

FOLK** LOBBY RULE*, 


G 


OVERNOR FOLK, of Missouri who was elected on an 


anti-graft platform, Is carrying out his pre-elec- 


tion promises with a vengeance. There will be no lobby*- 
ing around the Missouri legislature if he can prevent it, 
and to this end he has formulated a set of rules for the 
guidance of professional lobbyists and declares they will 
be strictly enforced. They are as follows: 


1. On arrival in Jefferson City, or as soon as pos- 


sible thereafter any professional lobbyist must report 
his presence in the city by presenting himself at the gov- 
ernor's office. 


2. Such lobbyist must state to the goevraor the ob- 


ject of his vislU 


8. A report must be made to newspaper representa- 


tives, the same as that made to the governor. 


4. A thlry-hour limit is placed on the lobbyists stay 


in the city. 


No distinction, It will be noticed, is made between 


"good" and"bad" lobbyists. Evidently Governor Folk does 
not believe the former exists and a majority of people will 
quite agree with him as far as the Missouri type is con- 
cerned at least. But whether their mission be for good 
or bad if they obey the rules laid down their eUciency 
is destroyed, as the chief stock in trade of the professional 
lobbyist is secrecy. When the general public is enlight- 
ened through the medium of the press the purpose of 
his mission, the game is up. Persuading legislators in 
the full glare of publicity would be like hunting ducks 
with a brass bend escort. 


But the question arises, how is the governor to enforce 


his decree? Of course. If a lobbyist's mission is honorable, 
he will have no hesitancy In reporting his purpose In 
visiting the Capitol. But these are not the men against 
whom the rules are aimed, and She other variety will 
probably pay no attention to the order, in which case 
It would seem he would be powerless to enforce his or- 
ders.

According to their testimony 449 out 


of 904 ballots found. In the boxes were 
spurious. 
On cross examination the 


witnesses refused to express an opin- 
ion on the special specimens of hand 
writing submitted to them for com- 
parison with each other, and with al- 
leged fraudulent ballots unless they 
were guaranteed at least twenty-four 
hours for examination.
